Garrison contends that a 
conspiracy was bom here which 
resulted in the assassination 
of President John F, Kennedy 
in Dallas Nov. 22, 1903. 

. The official report by the 
t Warren Commission said Ken- 
nedy was shot by Lee Harvey 
Oswald’ — a former New Orleans 
resident — and that it found no 
credible evidence anyone else 


was involved. 

ASKS NEW PROBE 
' garrison's probe has stirred 
tooth interest and skepticism. 
5n Washington yesterday. Sen. 
Thomas J. Dodd, D-Conn„ 
urged that the Warren Com- 
mission reopen its Investigation. 

In Detroit, Sol A. Dann, a 
former lawyer lor the late Jack 
H u b y , telegraphed Garrison 
urgding ham to arrange for a 
federal or state grand j ury 
probe. 

Dann sent a similar wine to 
Itfuteiania Atty* Gen, Jack F. F. 
GneinilUcin, with the added re- 
quest that an inquiry he made 
into "Jim Garrison 1 * informa- 
tion or evidence.”

M the news conference, he 
•aid ftra*“pnem& tune” disclosure 
uf the investigation by . New 
Orleans newspapers had seri- 
ously hampered the Investiga- 
tion. He barred reporters from 
the city's newspapers from the 
conference room, 

"Remove 'em by force/' 
shouted, Garrison, when a 
Times -Pi oayune reporter re- 
fused to leave, "Throw them 
out if necessary.” An aide 
pushed the newsman out of 
the room* 

Asked if he thought any for- 
eign country or any official 
was involved in the alleged 
conspiracy. Garrison said ho. 
He turned away most questions 
with "no comment.” 

Garrison said he expects to 
obtain convictions for con- 
spiring to kill President Ken- 
nedy and for being accessories 
after the fact— that is, "having 
substantial knowledge . . * and 
withholding information.” 

His special investigation 
fund, he said, will be made up 
of bank Joans and "some con- 
tributions I think we will re- 
ceive.” 1 

In Baton Rouge, the state 
capital, Gov, John McKelthen 
said he had known of the Gar- 
rison investigation since Christ- 
mas. it started last October. 

He added that if Garrison [ 
needs cooperation from the | 
state, it will be provided.
